PARENTS AND THE BABY ESCAPED 


Five Girls Asleep in Upper Story of 
Restaurant \ Die in Beds—One 
Grave to Hold All at 
Utica, Kansas. 
■\ 


Utica, Kas., May 22.—Five daugh­ 
ters of Mr. and Mrs. Harye Roach, 
of Utica, ranging in ages from, 7 to 
16 years, were burned to death Sat­ 
urday night in a 4fire which started 
in the Roach restaurant. 
The parents were badly 
burned. 
The mother of the young girls filled 
a lamp with gasoline 
by 
mistake. 
Preparatory to ascending a stairway 
leading to the second 
floor 
room, 
where her daughters were’ asleep, she 
applied a match to the lamp. 
An 
explosion followed, the 
fire 
betag 
’communicated to a two-gallon can of 
gasoline, sending a burst of flames 
up the narrow stairway. 
The woman's dress caught fire, but 
the flames were extinguished by her 
husband, who had been asleep in an 
adjoining room. 
- - 
He rushed up the burning stairs 
and caught bis youngest daughter, 
5 years old, in his arms. Calling to 
the other girls to follow him and leap 
into his arms, he ran to a rear win­ 
dow and jumped to the ground, the 
little girl safe in his arms. 
He stood vrith upraisel 
arras 
to 
catch the others as they jumped, but 
for some reason they failed to fol­ 
low him, and a few minutes later, 
when another window was broken in­ 
to, the bedroom in which the girls 
were sleeping was a seething mass 
of flames. A hfilf hour later the bodies 
of the five girls were taken from their 
charred beds. 
All had died where 
they lay. 
The dead are: 1 Bessie, aged 16; 
Leah, aged lf: Ruth, aged 12; Hazel 
aged 9, and Fern, aged 7. They were 
buried together in one grave today.

An Italian Figures That Mankind, 
After All, Is Only a Wee Part 
Cf the World. 


. How little mankihd signifies in the 
scheme of nature is shown by 
a 
rather morose calculation of the Ital­ 
ian Professor Zuccarlnl, who has fig­ 
ured oat, among other things, that 
estimating th f world’s population as 
IV* billion the whole human race at 
present living could! stand comfort­ 
ably shoulder to shoulder In an area 
of 500 square miles. 
Taking the number of generations 
in the past 6,000 years as 200, the 
room taken up by them all on tho 
above plan would only be half the 
size of .Germany, or for the sake of 
comparison less than the area of the 
state of Colorado. To bury all the 
people on earth would need a grave­ 
yard little larger than that area. 
If the dust left by each body he 
estimated at onp-tenth cubic yard, 
which is a liberal estimate, it would 
cover 'only 40 square miles to a depth 
of about three feet. 
This certainly 
seems insignificant compared with 
the great coral reefs and other im­ 
mense deposits built up jt>y the shells 
of tiny infusoria.
